Hle never puts in any purt erop without
consiliing his book.  He plovghs aud reaps ang
digs and sows acconling to the Lest authorities,
wid the anthorities cost more thog the othor
farming Implements do.  As soon a3 the lHhrary
is complete, the farm will beein (o be o profitalile
fnvestment, - Batl book Inrmine hoas its draw-
baeks, Upon one oceasion, when It seemed
wmorally ecrtain that the hay ouchit to be eat, the
hay book could not be found, and before it was
fonnd It was too late, and the hay was all spoiled.
Ay, Beecher raises some of the finest crops of
wheit in the country, but the unfavorable
difference between the cost of sroducine
it nnd its market value after it Is produced has
interfered considerably with its  success as a
commercial enterprise,  His special weakuness is
wgs, Lhiowever. He conslders hogs the best
agnme o farm produces, He bays the original
Pl for o dollar and a half, and teeds him forty
dollavs’ worth of corn, aud then solls him for
akout nine dollars, This is the only crop he
ever makes ;|['.:.’ money on. ”t lisea on []H!
corn, but he mukes seven dollars nud o hall on
the hog, He does not mind this; becanse he
never expects to make anything oncorn.  And
any way it turns out, he has the excitement of
raising the hog, whetlier he gets the worth ol
Iim or not. His strawberries would Le a econ-
fortable suceess if the robins wounld ent turnlps,
Lut they won't, and hence the ditficulty.

One of Mr, Beecher's most harnssing ditideal-
tles in his Gueming operations comes ol Lhe
clege resemblunee ot different sorts of secds and
plants to each other. Two years ago his far-
sighteduess warned him that there was Zoing 1o
be s great searcity of watermelons, and therefore
he put in o erop of twenty-seven aeres of thal
frutt,  But when they enme up they turned out
to be pumpking, and o dead loss was the conse-
quence. Sometimes u portion of hiz crop goes
into the ground the most promising sweet pota-
toes;, and comes up the infernndest enrrois—
though 1 huve never heard him express 1t just in
that way. When he bought his farm he found
one cger in every hen's nest on the place.  He
gald that here was just the regson so many farms
ers falled; they sentteved thelr forces tos much;
concentration was the idea. So he gathered
those eges together and put them all under one
experienced old hen.  The hen roosted over that
contract night and day for eleven wecks, under
the nnxions personal suporvision of Mr. Deecher
Limeelf, bt she could not “phase’ those eggs,
Why? Boeanse they were those infamous poree-
lain things which are used by lugenlous and
fraudulent farmers as “nest eges.”  Butperhiaps
Mr. Beecher's most disastrons experience was
the time he tried to raize an immense crop of
dried apples. He planted fifteen hundred dol-
lars worth, but never one of them spronted. He
hus never heen able to understand, to this day,
what was the matter with those apples.

My, Beecher's farm is nota trivmpl, It wounld
be epsler on him if he worked It on shinres with
gome one: but he cannot flod anyhody who s
willing to stand ball the expense, amnd nol mans
that are able. Sl pesslsténce o quy cause bs
bound (o snccecd. He was o very infeeion
farmer when he first begoa, bt o prolongod
and tpilinching assault upon his ageiculiural
diffienities Ling had its offect at Iust, and he s
now fast rising from aillnence Lo poverty.
